computer output microfilmer 

The throughput performance of 
many commercial data processing 
shops, and a few scientific installa¬ 
tions, can sometimes be measured 
best by the number of tons of paper 
they go through in a month. Con¬ 
verting that amount of paper to mi¬ 
crofilm has been a Utopian dream, 
distant because the $ 100,000-plus 
cost of computer output microfilm- 
ers was out of range. The Model 
1300 represents one of the first 
breaks in the com price barrier. A 
simplified unit, it has been built to 
sell at less than $50K. 

The 1300 “prints’’ alphanumerics 
at a rate of 13,000 1pm, more than 
10 times as fast as an equally ex¬ 
pensive line printer. It outputs on 
16mm unsprocketed film from print 
format output tapes in 9-track 800 
bpi format. Unlike many off-line 
systems that make their price look 
attractive by charging extra for re¬ 
quired peripherals, the 1300’s mag 
tape unit is built-in—or built-on. 
The system works with an expand¬ 
able 64 character set, ebcdic input. 
It does its own parity checking and 
has such niceties as a frames coun¬ 
ter the operator can reset. 

Character generation is done by 
a proprietary crt-based technique, 


and the 13,000 line per minute fig¬ 
ure given for 132-character lines 
translates into a minimum page rate 
of 156 64-line pages per minute. A 
more typical speed might be 
around 300 pages per minute, since 
few pages are ever really complete¬ 
ly full. 

Standard features include auto¬ 
matic parity checking and reread¬ 
ing, 24X reductions, a test pattern 
generator, and an ability to print 
eight lines per inch instead of the 
standard six. Options include a 
forms flash (for overlaying forms 
from a slide), image retrieval cod¬ 
ing (which will be bar coding and 
an image count number at first), a 
card reader (to take the place of 
coding by plugboard), and code 
conversion for bcd and ascii inputs. 

The selling price of the 1300 is 
$49,750 including the 30 kc 9-track 
tape unit. It is the first product of a 
new company that wanted to start 
out big. The low-silhouette unit was 
constructed by taking out as many 
parts as possible. The parts left in 
include only a few logic cards, and 
most problems that can occur in the 
system are expected to be field-cor¬ 
rected in minutes.
